The remains of the late ver. 
Rev. Mi J. Costello, P. P. Wave 
land, Mississippi, formerly oí 
Eagle Lodge, Kells, and Mullagh, 
whose deeply regretted death was 
reported in last weeks issue, wer’ 
flown to Ireland and left Dublin 
Airport on Tuesday morning for 
Mullagh Church. The funeral took 
place after 11 a. m. Mass in that 
Church on Wednesday to the ad- 
joining cemetery. 

Father Costello, who was an out- 
standing athlete in his youth, 
specializing in sprint events, is 
survived by his sister-in-law, Mrs. 
M. Costello, Fagle Lodge, Kells, 
and nieces, Mrs. P. Cumiskey, 
Eagle Lodge, and Mrs. L. Gaynor, 
Mullagh. 

He was brother of the late 
Messrs. James and Patrick Costello, 
Drumbaragh, and the late Mrs. M 
Sheridan, Cornakill, Mullagh. 

Father Costello did magnificent 
work in the diocese of Natchez. 
Some of the things he accomplish- 
ed were: Built Church at Clermont 
Harbor; enlarged and remodelled 
St. Clare’s church in Waveland 
to double it’s capacity and install- 
ed a heating and cooling system; 
built and furnished a parish 
house in Waveland at a cost of 
21,500 dollars; reclaimed church 
house in Waveland at a cost of 
2,500 dollars; built a parish 
hall. i 

The esteem in which Father 
Costello was held by his parishi- 
oners was reflected in tributes 
paid to him at a dinner given in 
his honour by the local 
Name Society in 1958. 

Speaking on behalf of the parish- 
ioners, Miss C. Turcotte said, in 
part:— 

“Forty years ago, in the then 
very young and small town of 
Waveland, nestling snugly high 
upon a bluff, amid pines, cedars, 
and underbrush, with a rough and 
rugged shell road at its feet, and 
bravely facing the Gulf of Mexico, 
stood tiny St. Clare’s Chapel, a 
mission of Our Lady of the Gulf 
Parish, Bay St. Louis, Miss, won-

leading parish in the diocese. 

St. Clare's was small; the parish- 
ioners were scattered, living a 
great distance from the church; 
transportation was poor and .fin- 
ances. were low. But thiese-matter- 
ad“ tittle to the young priest ‘for 
he had a two-fold mission to per- 
form: To save souls and build up 
the parish. So filled with the gift 
£ the Holy Ghost, along with an

But naturally, his spiritual deeds 
far surpass: these, for through the 
years the tireless efforts of our 
good shepherd rendering untold 
services to us his flock, have been 
above and beyond the call of duty.

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As the land acquisition program-by the Corps of En- 
gineers continues throughout the fee and Buffer 
Zones of the rocket test facility in Hancock and Pearl 
River Counties, we ask: REA 


1. WHY does the Corps of Engineers apparently con- 
sider the people completely ignorant as to the value 
of their properties? We were told, in a conference 
with authorities, that if a property owner compares 
the offer made him for his property with the price re- 
ceived by a neighbor, that his comparison is not valid, 
that he has no basis for his comparison, since he is 
not a legally qualifiod land appraiser. 


2. WHY do they offer one owner with 80 acres of land, 
two good homes, artesian well and other improvements 
$16,500.00 and then pay $17,250.00 for 40 acres of 
comparable land with a house of lesser quality and 
practically no improvements? 


3. WHY do they pay one owner with a modest house 
and one acre of land $11,000.00 and offer his neigh- 


bor with a much more valuable house and 12 acres of 
land, $10,300.00? 


4. WHY do they refuse to tell the people what the 
appraisal on their property is? The negotiators make 
an OFFER and will not tell the owner if this offer is 
above, below or equal to the appraised value. 


5. WHY do they use “horse trading” methods of ne- 
gotiation? Those owners who have had the courage to 
argue with the negotiators have, in almost every in- 
stance, received payments considerably above the 
first offer made them. We have provable instances in 
which they have increased the first offer by $2,000.00 
cr $3,000.00 and in one case the offer has been increas- 
ed $9,000.00 over the first offer. In other words these 
people would have been cheated out of this much 
money by the Government had they accepted their 
first offer. On the other hand, some owners have, with 
little or no argument, quietly accepted their first of- 
fer, we ask, is this the democratic way for our Federal 
Government to do business with the people? Is this 
FAIR and EQUAL treatment to all? 


6. WHY do they wait up to within 30 days or less of 
the “dead line” for moving before the first offer is 
made to some of the owners in the fee area? Many 
people have not had the ready cash with which to buy 
another home. All of the financial institutions of . the 
area have been forced into a very reluctant position in 
making loans to the people simply because it was real- 
ized in the early stage of the negotiations by the Gov- 
ernment that no one could make even a wild guess as 
to what he would be paid for his property. 


7. WHY were we told at the meeting in Logtown in 
October that no one would be hurt, that the Govern- 
ment has plenty of money for this project and that we 
would all be well paid for our property? 


The Government is now considering buying the land in 
the Buffer Zone in fee simple, but no decision on this 
has been announced, The only possible value of land 
in this area with the forced. imposition by the govern- 
ment of the easement, would lie in those tracts present- 
ly with a good growth of young or salable timber. A 
much more remote possibility of value would depend 
on mineral resources the development of which is 
most unlikely. lt is practically universally agreed by 
men of sound business judgement in this area, that 
open land or pasture land in the buffer zone will be of 
no value and will prove to be a complete tax liability 
to the owners. 


We feel that the only democratic approach to the land 
problem in the buffer zone would be to give the land 
owner option of selling outright to the government or 
accepting the easement if he considers that his proper- 
ty will be of sufficient value under such an agreement. 


We are completely agreed that some of the owners in 
the fee zone have received fair compensation for their 
property, but it is our opinion that no one has been 
paid too much. 


Time is running out for the people in the fee area. It 


is going to be a long way through the ..Buffer zone. . 


All that we are asking of our own government is 
JUSTICE and EQUAL TREATMENT for all.
